(1)  Uursing  in  the  Home.  Ho  change. 

(2)  Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the  two  district  nurses. 

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities.  There  are  two  in  the  Area  -  The  County 
Laboratory  and  that  connected  with  the  Royal  Devon  & 

Exeter  Hospital. 

(4)  Hospitals .  The  old  Joint  Board  Isolation  Hospital  has  now 
been  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the 
reception  of  recovery  cases.  Belmont  Hospital  the  converted 
workhouse  is  now  a  chronic  sick  hospital  also  with  part 
accommodat ion , in  the  Exeter  &  Mid  Devon  Hospital  Group. 

Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  Whipton  Isolation  Hospital  where 
accommodation  is  always  adequate. 

Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  deals  with  Surgical, 

Medical  and  Maternity  cases.  There  are  50  beds,  II  of 
which  are  devoted  to  Maternity  cases.  Bookings  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  now  held  at  the  above 
Hospital  twice  monthly.

REPORT  OP  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
to  the  Borough  of  Tiverton 
1st  January  to  31st  December,  1953.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Tiverton  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  attention  my  eighth 
Annual  Report  dealing  with  my  duties  for  the  year  1953. 

The  housing  programme  has  made  such  strides  that  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Council  owned  approximately  800  houses  and 
the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  had  been  reduced 
to  198,  of  this  number  74  were  in  respect  of  applicants  without 
separate  homes. 

Slum  Clearance.  A  Slum  Clearance  Area  in  respect  of  Nos.  6  to  18 
Little  Silver  was  submitted  to  the  Council  and  has  since  been 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Meat  and  Pood  Inspection.  Following  my  usual  practice,  I  again 
carried  out  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  inspection  of  all  animals 
at  the  Borough  Abattoir,  a  total  of  4226  animals.  Approximately 
7~a  tons  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  marked  drop  in  the 
percentage  of  bovines  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

I  also  paid  114  visits  to  food  premises  and  condemned  approximately 
I  s'  tons  of  tinned  and  other  foodstuffs  as  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  and  disposed  of  same. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Y/at e r  Supply. 

(1)  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(2)  Bacter iological  examinations  have  been  made  at  regular 
monthly  intervals  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply. 

Water  from  the  Allers  supply  (source  springs  at  Norwood 
Common,  supplemented  by  pumping  from  River  Exe )  is  both 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Water  from  the  Warnicombe  supply 
is  only  chlorinated. 

(3)  The  waters  have  no  plumbo -solvent  action. 

(4)  No  contamination  during  year. 

(5)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  and  population 
supplied  from  public  mains  are  3*368  houses,  11,320  population. 
The  water  is  piped  in  direct  to  approximately  2,828  houses, 
whilst  approximately  540  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand 
pipes.  These  latter  houses  being  situated  principally  in  Courts.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Mr.  Luxon  carried  out  systematic  inspections  of  the  various 
premises  in  the  Borough  including  251  agricultural  properties 
and  563  business  properties. 

A  total  of  54  treatments  were  carried  out  as  compared  with 
77  last  year. 

The  gin  trap  again  proved  its  worth  and  has  been  largely 
instrumental  in  keeping  the  built  up  area  of  the  Tcwn  free 
from  rats .

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RODE  FT  CONTROL 


The  end  of  1952  saw  the  completion  of  a  year’s  working  of  the 
service  since  the  severance  of  the  joint  arrangement  with  the 
Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils* 

As  a  result  of  the  concentration  of  Mr*  Luxon's  efforts  within 
our  own  districts  it  has  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  a  systemati 
search  spread  over  the  entire  area. 

489  properties  were  inspected  during  the  year  but  as  many  of 
these  were  inspected  on  several  occasions ,  the  total  number  of  visits 
for  the  year  were  greatly  in  excess  of  this  number. 

77  properties  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  or  mice,  58 
ef  these  to  a  minor  extent  only,  and  the  infestations  were  treated  bp 
Mr .  Laxo n . 

179  visits  were  made  to  inspect  the  gin  traps  maintained  on 
the  waterways  entering  the  town  and  these  traps  have  continued  to 
yield  a  rich  harvest  and  have  achieved  more  than  any  other  form  of 
control  to  keep  the  rat  population  in  the  town  down  to  a  minimum. 

The  usual  bi-annual  treatments  to  the  Council’s  sewers  were 
'•arried  out  and  infestation  has  remained  confined  to  the  few  streets 
„n  which  the  sewers  are  of  very  old  construction,  and  few  surface 
infestations  Y/ere  traced  to  defective  drainage  co nnect iGms • 

I  think  we  may  gain  some  satisfaction  at  the  steady  reduction 
in  the  number  of  rats  in  the  district,  and  if  only  every  district 
in  the  country  were  equally  successful  the  day  might  not  be  far 
distant  when  this  pest  would  be  definitely  under  control.
